(amino polv ol amine oxidase) encoding [a] polynucleotide, wherein the APAO encoding 
polynucleotide is [comprises a member] selected from the group consisting of: 

a) a polynucleotide encoding the [a] polypeptide as set forth in SEQ ID NO: 51; 

b) a polynucleotide having at least 95% sequence identity to the [a] 
polynucleotide set forth in SEQ ID NO: 50 , wherein the polynucleotide encodes a 
polypeptide having fumonisin detoxification activity : 

c) a polynucleotide encoding a polypeptide having at least 95% identity to the 
[a] polypeptide set forth in SEQ ID NO: 51 and having fumonisin detoxification activity ; 
and 

d) a polynucleotide as set forth in SEQ ID NO: 50.
